He hereby infinuated himſelf into the Emperors Aﬀections, 
acted the part of a diſtintereſt Man, and to make this Prince 
believe he gain'd nothing by his ſervice, he fold a conſiderable 
Eſtate in Bobemis : But how great ( ſoever an Hypocrite a Man 
may be, it being hard to diflemble long ) he lent him four hun- 
dred thouſand Livers a while aiter ; for which the Emperor ftill 
pays Uſe to his Executors. 

the mean time, believing he only ſaw clear, he continued 

to at the part of a Man zealous for the Emperors Intereſts ; 
and this Prince having named him to-go to Spain, he requeſted 
a private Hearing. The Emperor having granted it him, he 
threw himſelf at his Feet, and continuing in his Hypocriſie, be- 
ſought him to obſerve two Perſons he had at his Court ; one of 
which, ſaid he was too heavy a Man to be truſted with Afﬀairs 
of Importance ; and the other roo mercurial and unfaichful to 
rely on : he defign'd by the firſt, Prince Herman of Baden ; and 
by the ſecond, che Prince of Saxony. However the Emperor 
gave him good words, as believing he ſpake from the fimplici- 
ty of his Heart, and he parted out of the Emperor's preſence 
with great ſatisfaction, He did what he had to do in Spain, but 
in his return through France, Monfiewr de St. Luc, the Kings 
Lieutenant in Gmienne regal'd. him, giving him to - ns 
that if he would impart co the King his Maſter, what Secrets 
paſt in the Emperor's Council, he ſhould always be preſented 
with one Thing or other which ſhould countervail his pains. 
The Marqueſs made not himfelt more ſcrupulous than was 
neceſſary 
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:neceflary for. raiſing his Market, and being both agreed of their 
buſineſs, the matrer was faithfully tranſa&ted on both ſides : 
There was nothing done in the Emperor's Council, of which 
France was not advertiſed. | 

In the mean time War being declared between theſe two States 
it was ſtill the fame thing, ſhe had Intelligence of whatever paſt 
ia tae Council of War, f that ir was no dithcult matter for her 
ro ſhield her felf from the ſtrokes intended her. In fine, the 
matter became fo publick at YViemma and other places, altho* he 
thought it lay conceal'd, that a great Merchant of this Ciry 
told one of his fervants, not knowing however he belong'd ro 
him, bur who came to him to change Lews dOr's, that there 
was hardly any other Money to be ſeen now, that the Mar- 
queis Je Grana receiv'd ſo many. . of *em for his Treafons. 
France morever made him a preſent of a Sword garnifhe with 
Diamonds, when the Imperial Army lay eacampr at Meouzon in 
the Year 1676. and tho' it was brought him, as from the pre- 
Tent Prince of Conde as an acknowledgment ( according to what 
he ſaid ) that he had ſent Horfes co rnis Prince, it being known 
he had been well paid for chem, fo there were none but Foots 
thac believ'd it: .and in effec the Liberaliry of this Family'\no- 
ver extended it felt ro the making of a Preſenc of this nature, 
ſeeing ſhe has enough to do to pay her Debts. 

In the mean time che Emperor having been the only Perſon, 
who did not perceive his infidelity, fent him a ſecond time into 
Spain, in Quality of Embaiſador exeraordinary. ' Here it was, 
that concinuing admirably well co play his Game, he decried 
in ſuch a manner the Prince of Parma, who was ſent Gover- 
nour-General of the Low Countries, that he pur into all the Mi- 
niſters Heads that theſe Provinces were loft, without redempri- 
on, if hc were not recall'd. There were ſcveral Councils held 
hereapon 3 and this Hypocrite, having had the time whiiit all 
this yalt, to have Letters of Recommendation ſent out of Ger- 
many tor im, he had orders to go and drive away this Prigce, 
and cotake*his place. 

Scarce was this order diſpatchr, when fearing it would be 
revoked, he took leave incogmro of his Catholick Majeſty, and 

aired the fame Night. It we may believe the common 1eport, 
he did-wiſely in being in ſuch haſte, ſeeing che Council of Spam 
had no Jooner done the thing, but repented of it. But he being

This makes him chagrin and uneaſie, and 
he ſees no remedy any where, becauſe he is hindred from felling 
Juſtice, which was heretofare a great help to People of his Pro- 
feflion. Hereby is ſtopt, the < ints of the ordinary Peo- 
ple, who lecing nn ſhelcred from the violence of thoſe 
who are above them, comfort themſelves in being ſqueez'd by 
the Maſter and not by the Servants. Yet if we make refle&ion 
on their Condition, it is as bad as that of others, if not warlſe. 
In the general miſery of the Kingdom, they find not any one 
of whom they may get 4 livelyhood'; if the great ones buy any 
thing it is on truſt, or if there be any one amongſt thera who has 
ready Money, they haggle like the meaneſt Tradſeman, being 
no longer edg'd with Generolity. In fine, if we examin Pars, 
where there thould be more plenty, we ſhall find that all is in 
deſolation fram the-highelſt co the loweſt, every body difcontent- + 
ed, from the Mareſchal of Fraxce to the Common Soldier, from 
the Duke and Peer to:the meanelſt Courtier, from the firſt Pre- 
ſident to the laſt Clark of the Pallace, and in fine, from the 
Chief Clinen.09 the. gone Conn os 
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If we caſt our Eyes on the: Country; we ſhall find-it the 
ſame or rather worſe, they cannot afford themſelves Bread, they 
Plow - its true, but-they have not wherewithal to Sow ; their 
Taxes are fo exceflive,” that they have-not Beds to lye on, or 
ſcarcely any ſort of Ctoaths to'pnt on their Backs; and to whonr 
does the Profit of all thiscome, but to the King ? What favery 
is this ? What wretches are theſe? and yet as wretched as they 
are, you ſhall hear 'em continually extolling the Glory of their 
Monarch and the greatneſs of France. 

Ghoſt. - Thou furprifeſt me greatly I profeſs by theſe Relations, 
for the French are in their own Natures a volatil, uneaſie fort of 
People ; prethee what's become of all the great Lords to whony 
they were wont to have recourſe in their diſcontents ? 

Volcart. There are no ſach now; for from the Dauphin tor 
the meaneft Gentleman, the, King keeps them all fo low, that 

they cannot 'moye ;- beſides he has his'Spyes every where, who: 
give him an account” of what paſfes; and there being fo many 
who have not whereon to ſabſift, there are ſeveral who would 
have heretofore bluſht, had they been only ſuſpeted tohave beer: 
of this employ, who now with the greateſt earneſtneſs ſue for it 
in the fight of their Friends.  £ UNE.

Men that are meer Slaves, not only of the Monarchy, but of the 
Miniſtry? Ir being a Cuſtom eitabliſhe among them, to make 
Alliances now in Rich Families, which is the cauſe that that 
greatneſs of mind, by which their Anceſtors were heretofore fo 
recommendable, is not tobe found amongſt them; they. ſee eve- 
ry thing, they ſuffer every thing without ſaying a word, and are 
ſo far from oppoling it, as that they be the firlt who approve it, 
through a baſe complacency. It is no longer the time wherein 
they may ſpeak their minds to the King, they, only bufie them-
